C.IICAIIO’S CHIEF OFFICE STILL 
GOES BEGGING. 


Blaine on H is Travels—The Y antic 
Story Denied—Fatal Mine Explo­ 
sion -P u b lic Debt Decrease.

INDIGNANT OFFICIA LS. 
Navy Officers Deny th e Sensational Story 
A bout the Yantlc. 
W a s h in g t o n , March ;i0tli. — [Special.— 
Naval officers are indignant at the publica­ 
tion of the story regarding the detail of the 
Yantic for duty at Aspinwall last winter. 
The story, as published slates that, after 
the Yantic had completed the duty for 
which she was sent to Aspinwall, she was 
compelled to remain there unnecessarily, 
although an unhealthy season was immi­ 
nent; that sickness broke out among both 
officers and men,but repealed telegraphic re­ 
quests for orders to sail were not answered 
by the Navy Department; that the condi­ 
tion of affairs were inexplicable to the Yan­ 
tic people until the arrival of a bridal 
couple at Aspinwall from the North 
solved 
the 
problem. 
The groom 
was Mr. Ward, Superintendent of the 
Panama Railroad. 
His bride had been 
unwilling to visit Aspinwall, on account 
of the unsettled condition of affairs, until 
at a reception at Washington, Secretary 
Whitney (to whom she expressed her fears) 
promised her that she should have a man- 
of-war to guard her during her visit. The 
bride—the story goes—boasted of her guard 
of honor, and furnished to the sick ship’s 
company the reason for their detention at 
Aspinwall. At last, after weeks of suffer­ 
ing, the Yantic received permission to go 
to Key West. 
The officials at the Naval Department 
emphatically deny that there was any delay 
in answering the communications of the 
Captain of the Yantic. Lieutcnant-Com- 
mander Itising. who was the executive 
officer of the Yantic at the time referred 
to, denounced as a scandalous falsehood 
the whole story. 
FA TA L FIRE-D A M P. 
Lives Lost by an Explosion in a P ennsyl­ 
vania M ine. 
Scranton (Pa.), March 30th.—An explo­ 
sion of cas occurred in the Van Storeh 
mine, of the Delaware and Hudson Canal, 
this morning. The heading being driven 
from the mine that connects with the Dick­ 
son air-shaft, an order was given to secure 
better ventilation. Fireboss Lewis, Thos. 
Lewis and Edward Owens, miners, entered 
the mine and detected gas. The tire boss, 
leaving the miners, retraced his steps, go­ 
ing toward the entrance. On the way be 
met the mine foreman, and was explaining 
the situation, when an explosion occurred. 
The force of the explosion was terrific. 
Every door of the fifty were torn from 
their fastenings, and sent crashing agsinst 
the wails of the mine. The miners, carried 
off their feet, were hurlpd into ditches, and 
blown against pillars. Fire boss Littlejohn 
and a miner named James Morgan were 
hurled into what known as the "sump," 
a spot in which water from the level ac­ 
cumulates. Three doors were also thrown 
into the "sump.” Littlejohn’s hat was 
carried to the top of the shaft, at least 200 
feet. An effort was at once made to rescue 
Lewis and Owens, the miners who went 
into the Van Storeh mine with tire boss 
Lewis, but the after-damps prevented. This 
afternoon their mutilated bodies were 
found, and couveyed to their homes. 


A TK K lllB I.K DEATH. 
A P rom inent M issourian Plunges Down 
an E levator Shaft. 
St. Louis, March 30th.—Hon. Thomas 
C. Reynolds committed suicide at the Cus­ 
tom-house this afternoon by plunging 
down the elevator shaft. He fell a distance 
of eighty feet and crushed in his skull. 
The cause of the rash act was mental de­ 
rangement, superinduced by a hallucina­ 
tion that he was about to become insane. 
A few minutes before 2 o’clock he entered 
the building and sauntered into the United 
States Court room. Several persons met 
him in the building, and he appeared in 
his usual humor. He was seen to leave the 
Marshal’s office, and, stepping into the ele­ 
vator gate, passed out of view. A few min­ 
utes later he was brought out of the base­ 
ment dead. 
SHOT AND BOBBED. 


T ru ln R o b b e rs A tta ck a n Express M es­ 
seng er N e a r N ew Y o rk . 
U tic a (N. Y.', March 30th.—" Telegraph 
Hutt, at Albany, that I have been shot and 
robbed.” These were the words uttered 
by express messenger Lake, running on 
train 50 on the West .Shore road, which ar­ 
rived in Utica at 11:16 to-night. Lake was 
found lying in his car. bleeding freely from 
a wound in his shoulder. While the train 
was making the run between Clark’s Mills 
and the city, which only occupies seven 
minutes, a party ot men boarded it be­ 
tween the baggage and the express car, 
shot the messenger, and attempted rob­ 
bery, but with what result, or how severely 
the inan.is injured, it could not be learned. 
A stop of only three minutes was made 
here, and all was confusion. When the 
train reached Frankfort, nine miles cast of 
here, Lake was attended by a physician. 
The would-be robbers escaped, but it is be­ 
lieved they secured no plunder.

C ars E lectrically L ighted. 
B o ston, March 30th.—An electrically 
lighted train, the first in the United States, 
left here for New York this afternoon. 
NO POSSIBILITY OF FIBE. 
N ew Y o r k , March 31st—a. m.—[Special.] 
The Boston express train which arrived 
here last evening was heated by steam 
from the locomotive and lighted by incan­ 
descent electric lights fed by storage bat­ 
teries. It is the first time in the world that 
a complete train was so lighted and heated. 
There are neither lamps nor stoves to set 
fire to cars in case of accident. 
A D oom ed U llage. 
N ew Y o r k , March 30th.—The World's 
Wilkesbarre special says : The inhabitants 
of the little town of Plains received a rude 
awakening shortly before midnight on Sun­ 
day. The workings of the Mill Creek col­ 
liery, of the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company, extend under a large part of the 
town, and at some points come within less 
than ninety feet of the surface. The silence 
of the night was broken by a rumbling 
crash. Houses shook and trembled, and 
With a shock like that of an earthquake, 
six acres.of ground settled from three to 
six feet, and the earth was traversed in all 
directions by gaping fissures, some of them 
two feet in width, and apparently without 
bottom.

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D efense of th e C alifornia M ovem ent by 
a New Y ork Jo u rn al. 
New York, March 31st—a. «.—[Special.] 
The Commercial Advertiser defends the 
American party movement in California 
from the charge of Know-Nothingism. It 
says: That was a “ Native" American 
party. This is the American party, with­ 
out limiting the adjective that undertook 
to rule out naturalized citizens and to 
ostracize a large ciass of Americans because 
of the accident of foreign birth. This makes 
it appeal equally to native and na­ 
turalized citizens, and expressly de­ 
clares 
its 
purpose is to prevent 
no discrimination between classes. The 
two things are as radically different, in the 
essence, as so-called mugwumpery is dif­ 
ferent from the ‘ independence ’ ’ of the 
Socialistic Labor party movement, and it is 
highly unjust toJconfound them with eaeh 
other. Californians who have wisely (or 
unwisely) undertaken to establish the new 
party are not blind to the fact that the 
immigration which came to us during the 
first three-quarters of a century of the Re­ 
public’s history was composed of men who 
came toAmerica to be Americans, and who, 
upon becoming citizens, became as true 
and good citizens as any born here. But 
they see of late years vast numbers of immi­ 
grants coming from Europe who are of a 
less desirable type. They see hordes of 
arrogant, unteachable, ungovernable men 
coming to us, not to accept our free insti­ 
tutions and work with us lor the extension 
of oar ideas, but to use the power we give 
them for the overthrowal of our system 
and the substitution of tyranny, in a social­ 
istic form, instead of the liberty we love.”

ANOTHER REPORTED ATTEMPT ON 
THE CZAR’S LIFE. 


Review o f the Criticism s on Mrs. 
Potter’s Acting—The Captain of 
the Dauntless R etires in Anger. 
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MRS. BROW N PO TTER. 
She Receives G racious T reatm ent a t the 
H ands of the Critics. 
[Rreord-Vrtion's Sj)ecial Cablegram—Qypyrightetl 
by the Xcw York Tribune.] 
L o sd o n , March 30th.—After reading this 
morning’s accounts of Mrs. Potter’s debut 
I think in telegraphing last night I did not 
understand the favorable impression she 
made on the critics and public. Her faults 
are set forth in the I.ondon papers with an 
unsparing 
and sometimes unfriendly 
frankness, though with much diversity of 
opinion as to what were faults and what 
were not. But it is the point of view from 
which all these estimates start that is so 
striking. No actress of established fame 
could be discussed more seriously or more 
entirely as an actress ar artist. Clement 
Scott, in the Telegraph,for example, criticises 
her overacting, her excessive gesticulation, 
her want of restraint, of repose, and of 
finish ; but he discovers in her marked in­ 
telligence, and that emotional power which, 
says Scott, is the one thing the English 
stage so sorely needs. “ In her acting,” 
continues he, “ rough and unpolished as it 
was, there was power. In her earnestness 
there was the best of nature’s gifts, the 
gem of true emotion.” There is, in his 
opinion, the stuff in her of which the best 
actresses are made, but during much 
ol the play she seemed untrained. 
Her triumph was won, he thinks, in 
the last act. 
Then her frenzy was 
toned down, and there were moments 
of dignity and of delightful calm. Her 
declaration of Anne’s innocence was noble, 
womanlike and touching. There was the 
true ring of emotion in her voice when 
Anne yields up her miserable life on the 
altar of friendship; and her final determi­ 
nation to cling to the dying man was full 
of truth and fealty. After this last act no 
one could reasonably doubt her capacity 
for the tragic, or, if that cannot be, for an 
emotional actress. And, though much 
will have to be learned and studied and 
practiced, her intelligence overrode the 
gravest fault of execution.” 
Clement Scott is one of the first of Eng­ 
lish critics, aud his study ot Mrs. Potter is 
the most elaborate. All the other critics 
write in a similar tone. 
The Times says : “ Mrs. Potter suffers not 
so much from a want of talent as from an 
excess of energy. She has learned every­ 
thing except repose.” This writer regrets 
the choice of the play, which, as I tele­ 
graphed you long since, was not hers at all, 
and declares that the character of Anne is 
pitched throughout in a doleful key, which 
would test the resources of the most expe­ 
rienced actress. 
The Morning Post notices the charm in 
her manner, and pronounces her obviously 
the possessor of distinct dramatic endow­ 
ments. 
“ In the more serious parts a genuine and 
strong dramatic power was exhibited.” 
This is from Joseph Kinglett, who ranks 
among the soundest judges on the press, or 
anywhere else. 
The Daily News was struck by the evi­ 
dences of hostility in the house out of pro­ 
fessional resentment against fresh compeli 
tion. “ The little knot of malcontents,’ 
says Mr. Thomas, the excellent critic for 
that journal, “ exhibited premature eager­ 
ness in uttering their fitful expressions of 
dissatisfaction.” A curious proof exists of 
this. Cabal Hodson, porter of the Amer­ 
ican Legation, was present in the gallery. 
When Ihe applause was first heard a com­ 
pact band of about twenty began hissing. 
The porter turned to the crowd and said : 
“ Don’t you see these men are paid ? Will Í 
you allow them to hiss 7” and they were 
stopped. Thomas expresses his admiration 
of Mrs. Potter's great capabilities, fine stage 
presence and voice. He dislikes her over­ 
elaboration, however. 
All critics agree in thinking the actress 
heavily handicapped by the play and by 
her cwn part, but none seem to doubt that 
a brilliant future lies before her. I presume 
a new play will be put in rehearsal at once. 
The absence of the Princess of Wales last 
night was due to melancholy on account of 
the illness of her sister, Princess Thyra. 
She wrote to Mis. Potter, expressing great 
regret that she was not able to appear there. 


When Sam­ 
uels saw that Colt's ill-advised instructions 
were operating to the detriment of the 
vessel’s speed he determined to till the 
the place for which he was engaged, or re­ 
linquish all responsibility. But Colt disre­ 
garded his protests entirely, and continued 
to give orders ’.o the various men 
at the wheel, notwithstanding Samuels or­ 
dered otherwise. Finally, Samnels says, 
the control of the vessel devolved upon 
Colt, and he (Samuels) had only an out­ 
side voice. He therefore attributes the 
defeat of the vessel to the management of 
her owner aud his interference with the 
standing and well-regulated rules of the 
sea. Captain Samuels is dispirited. He 
has secured passage, with five sailors, on 
the White Star line steamer Adriatic, 
which sails for New York to-morrow. 
The story was the talk of the members 
of the New York Yacht Club, and the gen­ 
eral opinion was that it was true. Many 
justified Samuels, and said, "That’s just 
like Colonel Colt.” No one has any other 
information on the matter than the story 
as printed.

“ DEFECTIVE LOGIC.’ 


The San Francisco Chronicle begs for 
mercy, protesting that it did not mean 
that any class of freight by “legal” right 
belongs to any given avenues of transport­ 
ation. 
What it meant, it declares, was 
the right that flows from the ordinary 
course of business. It should not insult 
intelligence by assuming that it was ever 
claimed that it meant “legal” right. 
We 
at least understood it perfectly, and we re­ 
iterate that in the modern methods and 
progress of transportation there is not 
even the right which grows with ordinary 
business courses, that gives any particular 
class of freight to any particular method 
of carriage. The possibilities of modern 
transportation agencies have done away 
with former conditions, and made that 
avenue of transportation best which offers 
the speediest transit, lowest rates and 
least risk. While it is true that goods not 
dependent upon a quick market, or subject 
to deterioration by reason of time, often 
take the slowest route because of exceed­ 
ingly low rates, the same classes of goods 
also move by the rapid lines of transit, 
for the same reason, and so divided is the 
freight traffic that all lines carrying be­ 
tween common points are in all respects 
competitors. 
The Chronicle insists that low water 
ireights are never due to railway competí 
tion, because, as it puts it, “there is no 
common ground upon which comparison 
can be instituted.” 
Yet it remains that 
such rivalry in transportation, however 
dissimilarly measured, does exist, and the 
recent notice of advance in steamer rates, 
following close upon the heels of the in­ 
terstate commerce bill, is sufficient to ex­ 
pose the fallacy of the Chronicles position. 
That rail competition is the sole influence 
producing low water freight rates has 
not 
been 
contended, but 
that 
be­ 
tween common points it 
is a potent 
factor will lie denied only by the dogma­ 
tist. 
Competing water-carriers 
ojierate 
upon the business of each other, as do 
competing carriers by rail; and carriers by 
rail between the same points, touched by 
rail audship, compete with the latter, and 
the rates of each are afiected by the com­ 
mon laws of competition that apply to 
competing carriers by water alone, or by 
rail alone. 
The Chronicle harps upon the worn old 
story that shippers have been driven by 
coercive measures of rail-carriers to aban­ 
don water routes. The statement is in 
keeping with the policy of that mendacious 
journal, for no such character attached to 
the special contracts to which it refers, as 
it would have people lielieve. The laws of 
trade and commerce justify, and reason 
fortifies, the carrier in offering to the ship­ 
per lower rates for a large volume of busi­ 
ness than can be accorded for divided 
traffic, and there is not a business man in 
the country who does not act upon pre­ 
cisely that principle, and properly so. 
Rut the most astonishing proposition of 
the Chronicle's labored and defensive arti­ 
cle of yesterday is, that elimination of 
through low rates by rail would result in 
diminished cost to interior people who 
buy in San Francisco, because of shorter 
mileage between that city and the interior 
(compared with the length of haul from 
the East to interior towns), and the as­ 
sumed maintenance of low rates for water 
carriage l>etween the East and San Fran- 
ciseo. The absurdity of this statement is 
made apparent by the inquiry, why, then, 
in the name of common sense, do the in­ 
terior consumers ship from the East by 
rail or buv elsewhere than in San Fran­ 
cisco? 
If water carriage never was in 
competition with rail carriage; if low 
water rates are not and have not been due 
to competitive rail influences, why, in the 
name of goodness, has the interior ever 
brought goods to its door by any other than 
salt sea routes? Why is it that, in all 
these recent years, the interior merchant 
has not purchased all his supplies in San 
Francisco, if the influence of water carriage 
is wholly disasoeiated from the cost of 
transportation by rail? The fact is just 
this, the Chronicle thinks it sees, in a pos­ 
sible new order of things, greater oppor­ 
tunity for San Francisco to exact tribute 
from the interior. 


THE COERCION BILL. 


In the House of Commons on Tuesday 
Air. Gladstone made a speech that pos­ 
sessed all the ohl-time vigor and aggres­ 
siveness which characterized him in earlier 
years, lie bitterly and boldly antagonized 
the Irish criminal law bill, declaring that 
it is a blow at what little national feeling 
remains in Ireland, and is calculated to 
exasperate and rouse the Irish people to a 
very dangerous degree, and aggravate every 
existing ill. He went to the extreme of 
pronouncing the measure tyrannous and an 
outrage upon luiman rights, since it is a 
practical declaration that furce alone is 
applicable to the situation in Ireland. 
The dispatches inform us that Air. Glad­ 
stone’s speech created wild excitement in 
Government circles, and that the House 
was never the scene of greater tumult. It 
is realized probably that be speaks with a 
degree of authority, amounting to the pro­ 
phetic. -Such was its effect, say latest ad­ 
vices, that Unionist Liberals are threaten­ 
ing to withdraw their support, unless the 
bill is reduced to mere prohibition of and 
punishment for boycotting. 
The statistics 
cúc-d by Mr. Gladstone show that crime 
lias been steadily decreasing in Ireland. 


That being true, it would seem to be the I 
bight of folly to check the decline by | 
coercive measures that will arouse anew 
the spirit of resistance and disorder. The 
bill amounts to the establishment of a 
censorship over press and speech, and as 
Parnell puts it, is calculated not to prevent 
or cure crime, but to drive it beneath the 
surface, and so make it stronger and more 
dangerous. 
Balfour, the promoter of the new coer­ 
cion bill, did not hesitate to declare in the 
House that the intention of the Govern­ 
ment Ls to abolish trial by jury in Ireland. 
We can well understand the tumult that 
followed such a 
declaration, and 
the 
gestures of indignation on the part of 
Gladstone and Morlev. 
It is something of 
more than ordinary repulsiveness in a bill 
that leads the Pall Mall Gazette to say 
“ that measures such as that proposed sub­ 
ject a nation to arbitrary interference with 
elementary liberties and rights.” 
Of course Mr. Gladstone will leave un­ 
tried no legitimate expedient to call to­ 
gether his party once more, and make it a 
unit in favor of 
pacification of Ire­ 
land by the grant of home rule. Yet 
it 
must 
be 
conceded 
that 
this 
distinguished 
stateoman 
would 
not 
commit himself to such denunciation of 
the Government policy .without being well 
fortified by facts, and except convinced of 
the wisdom of his own plans. That popu­ 
lar sympathy for his position is rapidly 
growing in this country is unquestioned. 
The Irish issue is receiving thought in the 
United States now of a very different char­ 
acter from that of the popular current a 
few years ago, when the Irish were led to 
such excesses as antagonized the sentiment 
in this country that abhors lawlessness and 
dynamite methods. 
Viewed from this distance, the calm 
American must conclude that England’s 
coercion policy is political folly, and will 
fail. The plea is made in defense of co­ 
ercion that Air. Gladstone, who now op­ 
poses it, in 1881 advocated it. 
But six 
years, and conditions in Ireland have made 
the situation of 1887 wholly dissimilar to 
that of 1SS1. 
Aloreover, the coercive 
measures he advocated, and all those tried 
since, have been flat failures, and if the 
Tories have not, Gladstone has learned by 
experience. The scheme he stood for so 
bravely in 1881 was coercion, but it had 
much to excuse it. 
It was projected in the 
face of lawlessness, dynamite plots, assassi­ 
nation and disorder—yet it failed. 
Then 
came the well-remembered Forster scheme 
for pacifying Ireland with a club, and it 
was tried until all the jails in the island 
overflowed, and the scheme failed. 
Next 
the Trevelyan idea was projected. That 
involved the trial of offenders outside of 
the atmosphere of their home sections. 
But the plau lived scarce long enough to 
be named after its originator. 
Temporary suppression was secured by 
all these devices, but to-day the world finds 
the Irish spirit as rebellious and defiant as 
ever, and a great deal wiser and more dis­ 
creet. 
It, too, has learned by experience, 
and contents itself with methods less law­ 
less, but no less annoying to the English 
Government. So, as Air. Gladstone shows, 
there is less crime in Ireland to-day, be­ 
cause there is more wisdom; and now, if 
ever, is the time to treat with that in­ 
structed spirit before another turn of the 
coercion wheel 
dethrones caution and 
gives rein again to lawlessness and re­ 
bellion. 


T h e Alta is humorously exercised over 
Acting Secretary Fairchild's order author­ 
izing the free entry of mummies. The 
Alta enters its protest against this free 
admission of the shrivelled and dried pro­ 
ducts of the pauper labor of an effete Egypt­ 
ian civilization, and objects to the bringing 
of these grizzly, ill-smelling remnants of a 
dead aristocracy into competition with the 
mummy industry of America. But the 
Alta should reflect that these relics of an 
entombed past are excellent fertilizers, and 
have been successfully tried upon stubborn 
soil; that at least they cannot be charged 
with the taint of anarchism; that they 
leave behind them all monarchical be­ 
longings ; will not infest the country with 
dangerous foreign 
ideas, 
and may be 
guaranteed to make no effort to vote the 
Democratic ticket.

Whereas, the Legislature of the State 


of California, at its twenty-seventh 


session, beginning on the third day 


of January, A. D. eightsen hundred 


and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 


the members elected to each of the 


two Houses of said Legislature 


voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described 
amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


To propose lo tlie p eo p le o f th e S tate an 
a m en d m en t to th e C o nstitution o f th e 
S tate, re la tiv e to th e Ju d ic ia ry D e p a rt­ 
m en t. 


Revolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen bun 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution ot said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


S ectio n 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. Ih e Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time ol the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the fcu- 
preme’ Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. Ih e Su­ 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively. Department One and 
Depaitment Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be comj*etent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justice. Each 
of the depart ments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to toe Court In bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers. and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
he necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion th a business to 
the departments, and may. in his d scretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard aud decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may be made before or alter judgm ent 
pronounced by a department: but where a cause 
has been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgm ert pronounced thereon, the order must 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any lour Justices may, 
either bufore or after judgm ent by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be heard in bank. It the 
order be not made within the time above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by a departm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period of thirty days a ore- 
said, uuless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court in 
bank at any time, and shall l>e the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court when

necessary to pronounce a judgment in bank ; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the dec ision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit in either department, and 
shall preside when so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their num ber as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at w hich the Court is held, or his inability to 
act. the Associate Justices shall select oue of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers ol the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, e»'ghUcn 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­

Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
m ent of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same m an­ 
ner they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may lie ordered heard in bank In 
the same way, and w ith like restrictions ns if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and p'accs as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when «assem­ 
bled as a Cotnmissiou, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 


«Section 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
S ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected: and tnc term of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the fm t Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding*their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at the general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety: and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the dutic3 of his 
office, and such fact is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice in case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im ­ 
mediately vacant, and he snail be paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred and fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for the remainder of the unexpired term. 
The Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice.

CIRCIL.1K TO FRUIT-GROWERS. 


T o A scertain T h e ir 
P re fe re n c e an to 
M ethod for M ark etin g F ru it. 
R. D. Stephens. President of the Califor­ 
nia Fruit-growers’ Association, has sent 
the following circular to members of the 
Association and the California F ruit Union : 
Dear Sir : The question of what is )>est to l»e 
done in order to dispose of the fruit products ol 
California in Eastern markets to the best advan­ 
tage to the growers is of the utmost importance : 
and at the present time two methods are being 
discussed, which are diametrically opposed to 
each other. 
One of these propositions is to have all the 
growers combine lor the purpose of concentrat­ 
ing their products and ship tnem East to be sold 
on commission. It is claimed by the advocates 
of this plan that by placing all the iniit in the 
hands ot the few they will then have the power 
to control it as they please, and that gluts in the 
Eastern markets can be prevented, and conse­ 
quently better prices realized by the growers. 
The other plan is to combine the growers lor 
the purpose of making a common effort to in­ 
duce the railroad companies to give better facil­ 
ities for shipping East by reducing the cost and 
time consumed in transportation. The advo­ 
cates of this plan claim it would be successful if 
the growers would combine for the purpose of 
properly presenting to the transportation com­ 
panies the necessities of and the great advan­ 
tages to be gained by all parties interested in 
growing and marketing fru it: the buyers for 
Eastern markets would be multiplied, thereby 
placing competition where it would do the pro­ 
ducers the most good, and that, too, without in­ 
juring any proper or equitable interest of others ; 
also, that when the growers under this plan 
parted with the products they would know ex­ 
actly what they were to receive for them and 
w hat their profits would be over the cost of pro­ 
duction ; and in no event would they be called 
upon to give in addition to their fruit, their 
property, as a uledge that they will make good 
any and all deficiencies that might occur— 
through any cause—because of the failure of 
the fruit Sidling for enough to nay the commis­ 
sions, expenses of handling ana costs of traus- 
j*ortation. 
It is of the utmost importance that every 
grower should have an opportunity to express 
him self as to which of these plans he favors; 
and fcr this reason the accompánying blank has 
been sent you. which you will be so xind as to 
fill out by writing your name in the blank im­ 
mediately following the plan you believe to best 
represent your interests as a grower, and return 
the s&mc by mail immediately. 
The object of this is to ascertain what the real 
wishes of the growers are regarding the two 
plans proposed. 
Accompanying the above circular letter 
is the following alternative blank, for re­ 
ply : 
To R. D. Stephens, Sacramento, Oat.: In answer 
to your communication of March 22,1887,1 will 
sta te: 
I am in favor of selling at home, which pro­ 
tects me against loss.

I am in favor of concentrating our fruit and 
shipping it East, to be sold on commission. 


Over two hundred responses have already 
been received, and more are coming at the 
rate of from forty to fifty each day, indicat­ 
ing that the growers are taking a lively in­ 
terest in the subject.

F ish C om m ission M atters. 
Fish Commissioner 
Routier went to 
W oodland last evening to investigate the 
com plaints so frequently made by those 
who desire to have the fish in the waters of 
the State protected ; to the eflect that the 
irrigation 
company 
owning 
“ Moore's 
dam .” in Cache creek, had not constructed 
a fish ladder to enable the fish to ascend 
the stream to spawn, and in consequence 
they were compelled to rem ain below the 
obstructiofi. Mr. Routier intends to have 
a ladder put in place imm ediately, or to 
ascertain in Court why it was not done. 
Chief Patrol W iliage and Deputy Fish 
Commissioner Richardson took the Fish 
Commissioners’ steamer, Governor Stone- 
tnan, which has been laid up here for sev­ 
eral m onths, to Rio Vista yesterday, where 
she will be tied up until wanted, Mr. W il­ 
iage taking charge of her himself, and thus 
enabling the Commission to dispense with 
the services of a special watchm an. For 
the general duty of keeping watch ever the 
fishermen, Mr. W iliage will use a yawl, or 
Whitehall boat, for two reasons : economy 
and the better performance of the work, a 
small boat being able to come upon the 
fishermen unnoticed, while the coming of 
the steamer would always be observed in 
season tor parties doing illegal w o rk to con­ 
ceal the fact. There will be times during 
the close season when the steam er will 
patrol. 
The oilice of the Fish Commissioners will 
be located at San Francisco, in the Rail­ 
road Commissioners’ office. The Board 
proposes to enforce the law to the very let­ 
ter, and hopes to protect the supply of fish 
better than it has done heretofore. The 
appropriation of $15,000 per year, recently 
made, will enable them to do much that 
their predecessors were unable to do for 
lack of funds. This will include the stock­ 
ing of lakes and streams. The importation 
of bass will be largely increased. Mr. Red­ 
ding, the UnitedStates Fish Commissioner, 
is inclined toaio all in his power to assist 
the Board, and it will be abie, through his 
efforts, to m ake bass m uch more plentiful 
in our lakes than they have been hereto­ 
fore.

E . J . S m i t h R i s e s t o E x p l a i n . 
E. J. Sm ith, who was arrested at San

He then 
went to a money broker named W. S. K en­ 
dall, to whom he owed some money, and 
adjusted the accounts, receiving the difler- 
ence between his debt and the $130 dne 
him by the State, and authorized Kendall 
to receive the $130. 
Nelson then appeared 
on the scene w ith the first salary warrant, 
and hence the arrest.

to Sacram ento last evening by officer Sulli­ 
van, who went to the Bay to get him .

Rev. Samuel Francis Smith, D. D., was 
one of the party of Eastern excursionists 
who came to Sacramento yesterday. The 
Sm ith family is a num erous one, hut this 
particular Sm ith is a distinguished citizen 
one whom even’ American loves to take 
by the hand and say “ God bless you.” 
In 
support of this, it is only necessary to add 
that he is the author of our national hym n, 
“ America ”— 
My country ’tie of thee, 
Sweet land of liberty, 
Of thee I sing. 
Mr. Sm ith is a well-preserved and fine- 
looking elderly gentleman. 
In an inter­ 
view with a representative of the Recobd- 
U nion in the rotunda of the State Capitol 
last evening, he said: 
“ Yes, 1 am the 
author of ’ America.’ 
I live at Newton 
Center, twenty m inutes from Boston. I was 
born in Boston, in 1808; graduated at 
H arvard College in 1829, and studied theol­ 
ogy for 
three 
years at 
Andover. 
I 
wrote ‘A m erica’ 
in 
1832. 
while at 
A ndovir, 
while 
a 
student 
in 
the 
Theological Seminary. 
I 
composed it 
without the slightest expectation of its be­ 
coming the national hym n. The people 
took it up, and commenced singing it, and 
are singing it yet. I have heard it sung in 
m any countries of Europe, in many places 
in Asia—in fact, wherever there is a gath­ 
ering of Americans in any foreign country 
they drink in inspiration from its singing. 
1 am glad you appreciate it, and am 


H A PPY AT T H E THOUGHT 
T hat in its composition I have done so 
m uch good toward the nursing and per­ 
petuating of the patriotism of my country. 
During 
my 
collegiate and theological 
course I was a large contributor to the 
Encyclopedia Americana.” 
In 1834 he was

W aterville, Me., and at tbe same tim e 
elected I’rotessor of Modern Languages in 
W aterville College, both of which posts he 
filled till 1842, when he removed to New­ 
ton, Mass.. and became pastor of the First 
Baptist Church there and editor of the 
Christian Review.

Grafton,” “ Missionary 
Sketches,” " Rambles in Mission Fields,” 
also an extended history of Newton, Mass., 
an octavo volume of nearly 1,000 pages. 
H e has written a large num ber of hym ns, 
among them :
